When the Ivy Bites 


T WAS autumn. The woods weré 
| aflame. “Oh, Mother,” cried the 
city girl, “look at those perfectly 
marvelous leaves.’ * And with a leap 
she was after them, pouncing on them, 
making a lovely 
bouquet of-—polson 
ivy. It cost her a 
week in a darkened 
bedroom and lots 
of discomfort. 

Now that the 
woods are calling, 
The Beauty Shop 
feels duty bound 
to tell her cits 
cousins once again 
sne difference be- 
tween poison ivy 
and the harmless 
Virginia creeper-— 
and what to do 
about it when the former Is mistaken 


for the latter. 

Virginia creeper has the same general 
eppearance os ivy, but is five-leafed, 
while the poison ivy grows in clusters 
of three leaves and has a highly pol- 
ished finish. 

Should you, while meandering 
through the woods, make the not un- 
usual mistake of touching the ivy in- 
stead of the creeper, you won't be long 
discovering your error—if you happen 
to be one of the susceJtibles. Your skin 
. will begin to itch and maybe burn and 
break out into little beads or blotches. 

And if it does, don’t delay treatment. 
Wash the affected parts with a pure 
bland soap and cool water. Dry the 
skin carefully, then bathe it with pure 
grain alcohol—not wood alcohol, oh, 
please! And if you want to be thor- 
cughly on the safe side, see a doctor 
at once. 

A severe case of ivy poisoning will 


manifest itself in blisters. These 
should be sponged with equal parts of 
cool water and witch: hazel, then 


dusted with a good medicated powder, 
and after that taken for a visit to the 
Neglect to take these simple 
precautions may in all probability re- 
sult in a long and painful siege of 
illness. 

In that case the patient is put to 
bed in a cool dark room and given a 
diet of milk, fresh green vegetables and 
cooling fruit drinks. To consume red 
meats on such occasions will only 
further provoke @he malady and is 
therefore a folly unpardonable. 

One thing we shouldn’t like to be 
responsible for though and that is 
scaring you away from the woodlands 
altogether. If you will just keep a 
leokout for your adversary and take 
the simple precaution of wearing long- 
sleeved frocks and light cotton gloves 
when you go woodsing and bear in 
mind the difference between poison ivy 
and Virginia creeper, you need have no 
fears or worries about being poisoned.
